Iragtnents ot wrecked 
comets, they 


trdvel iu orbits more or less regular 
Owing to the perturbing influences ol 
other heavenly bodies, they no longer all 
travel together, but are scattered along 
the whole length of their orbits, being 
thicker at some places than at others. 
As their orbits appioaeh very nearly that 
of the earth, they can be seen at all 
times of the year, but particularly in 
November, when we encounter HU un- 
usually large group. 
Kuch as pass 


through our atmosphere are heated by 
the friction of the particles of air to a 
white heat and become visible. Their 
velocity is checked and they sometimes 
fall to the earth, either in masses known 
as meteoric stones, or more Irequenlly 
as a Due powder produced by the anvil- 
like resistance of the air. As a single 
observer can see, upon an average, live 
meteors an hour auy night of the year, 
it has beou calculated that if the whole 
eaitb were covered with observers the 
number visible daily would be from BC- 
teen to twenty millions. Adding those

In June of next year the people of the 


United States will be counted for the 
twelfth time since the establishment of 
our government. "It will require about 
fifty thousand enumerators," 
writes 


Clifford Howard in the November La- 
dies'Home Journal, "to take tbe census, 
aiid their work must be finished in one 
month's time, or by the first week oi 
July, 1900, 
That means that about 


oaventy live mil'ion people must be re- 
corded in thiity days, or at the rateoJ 
two and a halt millions a day. The rate 
will be even greater than this, however, 
for in towus and cities of eight thousand 
inhabitants the enumeration must be 
completed within two weeks. The enu- 
meiators will not be permitted to have 
any assistance iu the work; it must be 
done by them in parson, except iu such 
sections of the country as contain a great 
many foreigners, wheie the employment 
of interpreters will be allowed, as other- 
wise it would be next to impossible to 
secure the necessary data. The enumer- 
ators will be paid for their services in 
accordance with tbe amount of work 
they are called upon to do."

quiries for the names of the various alum 
powders. 


In Ohio, Xew Jer'py, Minnesota and 


Wisconsin of such importance do the food 
authorities deem the matter that the name 
of the alum powders are officially made 
public, and the Legislatures of tbe latter 
two states have provided that thtre shall 
be printed upon the labels of all packages 
of this class of powdere the statement that 
they contain alum.

the Ohio and New Jersey Food Commis- 
sions, from the Agricultural Department 
Chemist at Washington, and from ottn-r 
equally reliable authority :

label, especially as he can make an abnor- 
mal profit upon it. Many grocers, doubt- 
less, do not know that the powders they 
are thus pushing contain alum and would 
be actually contraband in many sections 
if cold without disguise. 


It is quite impossible to give the names 


of all tbe alum baking powders in the mar- 
ket. They are constantly appearing in all 
sorts of disguises, under all kinds of coz- 
nomens, and at all kinds of prices, even aa 
low as low as five and ten cents a pound 
They can be avoided, however, by the 
housekeeper who will bear in mind that 
all baking powders sold at 25 cents or leaa 
per ponnd are liable to contain aluin, as 
pure cream of tartar powders cannot be 
produced at anything line this price

The Maryland Synod of the Evangelical 


Lutheran Church, which met recently in 
Grace Lutheran church,AVeatminster, Md., 
transacted the following business in part; 


The annual report waa read by the secre- 


tary, Rev. Victor Miller. 
The report 


showed that 11 pastors were dismissed to 
other synods, while there were seven ac- 
cessions. There were also installation of 
four new pastors. The following have ac- 
cepted pastorates : 
Rev. G. A. Britt, 


Taneytown : Rev. S. Gring Hefelbower, 
Frostbnrg ; Rev. W. S. T. Metzger, Thur- 
mont; Rev. J. H. Diehl, Brunswick ; Rev. 
G. J. M. Ketner, Davis, W. Va. ; Rev. E. 
1C Bell, First church, Baltimore, and Rev. 
Hugo Braun, Baltimore. 
A number of 


new church edificea were erected. 


Prof. Philip M. Bikle, dean of Gettys- 


burg College, made an address on the con- 
dition of the coli€'ge aud the opportunities 
it presents to students. In the course of 
his remarks he particularly mentioned 
the name of Judge Smacker, of the Mary- 
land Court of Appeals, who was a gradu- 
ate of the college. 


Officers for the ensuing year were elect- 


ed as follows : Piesident, Rev. P. H. 
Miller, of Westminster; secretary, Rev 
G. S Boweis, of Hagerstown. 


A report for the directors of the Theo 


logical Seminary at Gettysburg, made by 
Dr. Charles S. Albtrt, showed that during 
the year theie was a slight incieaae in the 
endowments to that institution and a 
slight decrem-e of the debt. The Mary- 
land Synod is indebted to the contingent 
fund of the Seminary $950. The sum of 
$12,000 was offered as an annuity, the 
interest to be paid to the donor during life 
and at his death to be need for the educa- 
tion of students. 


An item ia the ptesiduut's address, 


which caused considerable discussion, waa 
that of the debt of the Lutheran Theologi- 
cal Seminary at Gettjsburg. The total 
indebtedness of the institution ia about 
$60,000 of which the Maryland Synod has 
assumed $18,000. Dr. W. H. Duubar, of 
Baltimore, and Rev. Dr. Owen, of Hagers- 
town, made addresses advising the neces- 
sity of liquidating the debt, as in many 
ways it hindered the advancement of tae 
rfeminary. 


The question in reference to the admis- 


sion of Bdgham H. lioberts, the polyga- 
oiist Congressman elected from L'tah, as 
member of Congress was brought np by 
Rev. Dr. S. G. Butler, of Washington. 
He offered a lesolution protesting againtt 
the seating of Roberts, which fl as adopted 
without a dissenting voice. 


Revs. W. E. Parson and W. S. Freas 


and Capt. Emannel Herman were elected 
directors of the Gettysburg Theological 
Seminary. 


The report of Rev. W. C. Stoudenraire, 


chaplain of the Maryland Penitentiary, 
showed that since .Easter of last year 32 
inmates of that institution had professed 
conversion and joined the church.

A I-nndon dispatch says -. 
The spirit of jubilation with which the 


first news of the war was received has 
given place to a grave reflection of the 
coet of tbe first victories in South Africa. 
Everyone now understands that the sub- 
jugation of the Dutch republic ia a most 
serious business. This feeling ia respon-i- 
ble for a remarkable change on the part of 
the British public. At Srat they were in- 
clined to accept anything. 
Now nothing 


will suit short of the capitulation of the 
Boers. 
Aa a matter of fact the British 


public is leaa concerned to-day over the 
attitude of recalcitrant Englishmen than 
it ia over the threat of a coalition of the 
powera. 
Lord Hosebery echoed this alarm 


m hie speech of yesterday, but it ia no 
doubt true that no power would interfere 
unless interference should be olore politic 
than at present. 
It should be said that none of the many 


reportsof continental hostility haa received 
auch serious consideration here aa did a 
Paris dispatch intimating tnat President 
McKinley would soon be prevailed upon 
bv the powers to intervene. 
Despite the 


reiterated reports from the United States 
that that country would in no way inter- 
fere in the South African imbroglio, the 
growing opinion seems to iavor early ac- 
tion by President McKinley to bring the 
war to a close. The best opinion seems to 
be that Russia, France and Spain have ap- 
proached the representative of the TJnite'd 
Statea with a view of ending the war and 
that that "country has refnsed to settle the 
differences of the two countries.

Constable Jones Rowland 
conveyed him to jail in a cab, thinking 
him intoxicated. 
Arriving at the jail Dr. 


W. B. Morrison was telephoned for. He 
arrived 10 minutes afterward, but in the 
interval Stremmel had died. 


An empty via! was found on him laheied 


tincture aconite, purchased of a Gettys- 
burg druggist; also a bottle full of laud- 
anum purchased of another Gettysbuig 
druggist, which had not been opened ; a 
letter addressed to his mother, telling her 
to levy on all hia property and gel ahead 
of other creditors, and that he waa going 
away to make a living for her and himself; 
a receipt, dated October 28, from George 
X. Krug, Kingsdale, Pa , for 77 bushels of 
wheat; a liet of creditors to whom he owed 
over $400; summonses in debt addressed 
to him and other papers. 


It is supposed he committed suicide on 


account of money troubles. The sum of 
$12.37 was found in his pockets. A jury 
of inquest examined a number of wit- 
nea-ea, but reserved its verdict till to- 
morrow.

TBE 
PROSPECTS FOR HIGH 1'KICK 
FOK SO.ME TIME TO COMK. 


A Subject In Which Farmer* n« » ClaS8 ur 


Interested—-The "Number of Cuttle 


RupUlly I>ecre»HliiK and 


Price-* Going up. 


Early last Augudt the piice of bee 


was suddenly advanced trom ten 
thirty per cent, in all the markets, tc 
the consternation of ths retail deale 
and the consumer. Every cue eats meat 
and every one's pocket vraa luatautly 
and disagreeably affected 
There wa 


no apparent reason in the E<tst for such 
a spectacular rise m prices, and it wa 
inevitable that tbe trust bogie, which 
may yet be blamed for the failure of th 
peach crop, should at once be singled 
out as tbe sause ot all the trouble. In 
New York the butcheis even went 
lar as to discuss, seriuusiy, the adviaa 
bility oi forming au. association through 
which tbey might obtain their caul 
direct trotn the ranches ot the West 
and, slaughter taeoi m opposiuou to thi 
Chicago ''beef baioua." 


But it was not a trust that ddvaucec 


the price of meat; the ctmoge was th 
result of the remarkable condition o 
prosperity, growth, aud expansion m th 
gieat West. Indeed, taeie could be m 
better indication of the return of gooc 
times limn cms vury uclvancu m the pnc 
of meat, tor no other commodity is si 
sensitive to tbe tiuar.cial condition of thi 
people. 
With, tae ->ppedr<.uce of hard 


times, and the necessity of economy, thi 
average American saves thai ou hi, 
meat bill—he buys cheaper cius, he eat 
mcue mutton and pork aud leas beef 
he lives on corn meal and wheat flour 
The statistics of the Department o 
Agriculture show that three limes as 
much mutton wai consumed last yea: 
in proportion to the population as wai 
consumed in the years ot pleuty during 
the late SO's, With the return of pros 
penty, however, the demand for beet 
and lor the choicest steaks aud roasts 
at once began tj increase, aud this de 
mand has had a natural leudeucy to 
torcethe puce upwaid. 


It, however, this were the only cause 


of jhe recent advance, tuero might be 
ground, for accusing the gitat packers o 
the West for manipulating pn«s. Bu 
it is only oue leaturo m ttie pieaeut ie 
maikuble development ot the cattle m 
dustry ; for not OLlj Lda ..he deuitind oi 
tbe consumer increased, but the supplv 
baa actually twuu deeieasiug for je< 
Ou January 1, 1.S90, there weie lu tht 
Uaited States, ucoordi-i/ lo the L)up<ut- 
ment ot Ai;ucuUijre, 37.840,024 uead ol 
cattle, or 5b9 lo rvt'i y 1 ,UUU of population 
By 1895 this number had decreased by 
upward of 2 000 OM) Qead, the total being 
34 364,216. This would mean about 400 
head of cattle for every 
1.,OOU of popula 


tion. From that time down to the 
present year the number fell off 
by 


nearly 2,000,000 bead annually, dropping 
to a httie more than 32 000 OUO in 1896 
80,508 40S in 1897, 29 284,000 lu 1S98 and 
27,994,225 in 1899. At present, theie 
fore, counting ttie population of tht 
United Slates at 75 OOU 000, there would 
be only 373 head ot cattle to every l.OOt 
of population. Siuce Ib92 the nutube 
of cattle has dtcreantd by fully 10,000 
000, or ufai ly 27 pel ceut. 
Ac the same 


time the number of SAHIB has decrease 
from over 51 000 000 11; 1890 to 38 651 63: 
in the pmsent year. The number o 
sheep also ftll off bet vteeu 1890 aud 1897 
and then began to increase, being ovei 
2,000 000 great™ lu 1899 than m 1897 
showing that people were consuming 
more mutton. 


This fcuorojous decrease in meat-pro 


ducmg auiuials was nut eapeeully ap 
pareut duiiug the prevalence of haic 
times, but the return ot prosperity aud 
the renewed demand tor bettt-r looc 
suddenly caused a shortage, and aconse 
'juent rise m prices. Aud the advance 
which the consumer paid did not go iuto 
the pocket ot the packer uor of the 
middle-man—it \veut iliiectly to the 
stock-raiser who had cattle to sell, and 
it has gone far toward swelling thi_ 
present remarkable wave of prosperity 
in the West. 


Statistics will show th:s condition ex 


actly. Ou August 10, 1897, the besl 
price paid by the packers m the open 
market in Chicago aud Kmisas City 101 
choice Western cattle ou the hoof was- 
$4 80 a hundred pounds, which would 
mean a cost ot 7 9 cenls a pound for 
prime beef. A year later, on August 
10,1S9S,tbe packers weie forced to pay 
the stock-growers as bigU as $5 25 a hun- 
dred pouuds, or 8.5 cents a pound for 
prime beef. Oil August, 10 of this year 
the price for the best grade of cattle had 
gone up to $6 20 a hundred pouuds, 
making prime beef cost 9.25 cents a 
pound. In other words, the "beef bar 
ons" were compelled to pay the stock- 
raiaer 31 40 moie per hundred pouuds 
for cattle in the opeu market in August, 
1899, than they paid in August, 1897. 


In the case ot a 1 oOO-ptuod steer the 


packer would pay $21 more lu 1899 thai) 
he did in 1897. But (lie edible poilion 
of au aoimul 13 only 58 per cent, of the 
whole; that is, tuere are S7«! pounds ot 
good beet in a sleei wwuhiug 1,500 
pounds. The advance must therefore 
be spiead over the 870 pounds, which 
would increase the advance trotn $1 40 
per hundred for the live animal to $2 41 
for the edible parts.

the price of stock. Tbe retail dealers 
were equally alow about putliag up their 
shop prices, for fear ot losing trade; 
they kept (omfoicing themselves with 
the hope that beef would soon KO down 
a^ain. And 
thus, two months ago, 


when tl.e demand began to be shaip, 
they were compelled to put up then 
prices suddenly to the consternation ot 
tbe consumer. 


In this connection it may he well to 


observe that most of the retail advance 
hns been made on the choice cuts of beet 
—the roasts and the steaks—the food of 
the rich man, wheieas the percentage ot 
increase ou the poorer cuts, tbe food ot 
the great middle classes, is small. 


There was several reasons why the 


Dumber of cattle has been decreasing. 
The firatand most important of these is 
the failure of millions ot acres ot graz- 
ing land in the West, because of its 
having heen-over-paaturtd. Ou some of 
the atrait-irid raiiKPa the grass hasaclu- 
ally been eaten out, roots and all, and 
the stock-men are compelled to drive 
their herds far iuto almost inaccessible 
valleys among the mountains. Sheep 
have also been crowding the cattle out, 
and sottlers lire coming in aud fencing 
tbe ranges. 


In seven years the gieat cattle State 


of Texas has suffeied a decrease in its 
herds of 2,500,000 head, or nearly a 
quarter of the whole dfcreaso iu the 
United States. 
Cuba has also lost 


heavily, owing largely to the war. In 
IB85 she had 800,000 cattle, and now she 
has fewer than 25,000. And the decrease 
still continues all over the country, in 
spite ot higher prices and greater de- 
mands. 


All thia would soetn to indicate at first 


glance a very unsettled and unaatistac. 
tory condition of the cattle industry, 
but the facts show quite the contrary. 
The cattle business has never been more 
prosperous than it is at this moment— 
ndeed. Us prosperity is hardly short of 
amazing. It ia juat at tbe edge of a 
new era. Tbe day of the vast range 
herd is past, aud the day of tbe small 
nerd, carefully and judiciously fattened, 
ias come.

home demand that is almost unprece- 
dented, and constantly decreasing sup- 
plies, those who study the conditions
